BALTiMonn, Mareh 6 —A letter from 
Fortress Monroe, published ia the Ameri-

approached the blookading vessds with the 
Union flag.

have been their numbers, and to endeavor to 
make a junction with other divisions of the 
army. But in the absence of that exact in- 
formation which can only be afforded by of- 
ficial reports, it would be premature to pass 
judgment, and my own is reserved, as 1 
(rust yours will be, until that information ia 
received 

In the meantime strenuous efforts have 
been made to throw forward reinforcemente 
to (he armies at positions threatened, and 1 
oannot doubt the bitter disappointments we 
have borne, by nerving the people to still 
greater exertions, will rpeedily secure re- 
sults more accordant with our ji)ft expoota- 
tione, and as favoral^lo to our .^uie as 
those which marked the earlier period of the 
war. 

The report of the Seore'arits of War and 
Navy will exhibit the mass of resouroas for 
the conduct of the war whioh we have been 
enabled to aocnmulate, notwithstanding the 
very serious diffiouUies against whioh we 
have contended They afford cheering hope 
that onr resources, limited as they were at 
the beginning of the oontest, during its pro. 
gress became developed to such an extent as 
fully to meet our future waste. 

The policy of enlistment for short peri- 
ods, sgaiust whioh 1 have steadily con- 
tended from the commencement of the war, 
has, in my judgment, contiibuted in uo 
immaterial degree lo the recent reverses 
whioh we have suffered, and even now ren- 
ders it difficult to furnish you an aoouraie 
statement of the army. When the war first 
broke out, many of our people could with 
difficulty be persuaded that it would be long 
or serious. ~ It was not deemed possible that 
anything so intane as a persistent attempt 
to subjugate theso States could be made, 
still less that the delusion oould so far pre- 
vail as to give the war the vast proportions 
whioh it has assumed. 

The people, incredulous of a long war, 
were naturally averse to long enlistments, 
and the early legislation of Congress ren- 
dered it impraoiicabla to obtain volunteers 
for a greater period than twelve months. 
Now that it has become probable that the 
war will continue through a series of years, 
our high-spirited and gallant soldiers, 
while generally re-enlieting, are from the 
fact of having entered the service for a 
short term, compelled, in many iastaccsi, 
to go home to make necessary arrangements 
for their families during their prolonged 
absence. The quotas of new regimects 
for the war, called for from the different 
States, are in rapid progress of organization. 
The whole body of new levies and re en- 
listed men will probably be ready in the 
ranks within the next thirty days. But, 
in the mean time, it is exceedingly difficult 
to give an accurate statement of the num- 
ber of our forces fn (he field. 

They may in general terms be staled at 
four hundred regimente of infantry, with 
propordonate forces cf cavalry and artil- 
lery, the details of whioh will be shown by 
the report of the Secretary of War. 

I deem it proper to advert to the faot that 
the process of furlough and re enlistment 
in progress for the last month had so 
far disorganized and weakened our forces 
as to impair our ability for successful de- 
fense; but I hereby ooogratulate you that 
this evil, whioh 1 had foreseen and was 
powerless to prevent, may now be aaid to 
be substantially at an end, and that we 
■hall not agaia during the war be exposed 
to seeing our strength diminished by the 
fruitful cause of disaster — short estimates 

The people of the Confederate States be-

The finanolal aystem devised by the wis- 
dom of your predeoessure baa proved ade- 
quite to supplying all the wants of the Gov*< 
ernment, notwilhslandinc the unexpected 
and very large inoreaee of expenditure re- 
Bulliog from a great aagmeuialion in the 
neoesaary measures of defense. The report 
of the Beoretary of the Treasury will ex-

A gentleman who arrived here the other 
day from Virginia, informs ns that the only 
ohange in Preeident Davis’ Cabinet is ths 
nihetitution of the Hon. James A. Seddon, 
of Virginia, as Secretary of States in the 
plaoe of Mr Hunter. 

Bueiness generally has been euspended 
daring the past (wo weeks. Very few of 
ths business houses have yet been opened. 

Ws understand that the two bridges on 
the Nashville and Deoatur railroad between 
(his piece and Franklin have been destroyed. 
It ii also reported that the bridge near 
Columbia bos been burned. 

Parties who have arrived in the oity 
within the lost three or four days, report 
that the ezoitement in the country south of 
us ie as great os it was in Nashville, and 
(hot large numbers wore fleeing farther 
South. 

Tbe river reoedee very slowly, and op- 
peeranoes indieote that the largeet olaee 
boom will find no impediment to navigation 
for some time yet.

Columbus, Kt , via Caieo, March 4. 

Columbus, (he strongest rebel position in 
ths Mit slssippi V alley. Is evacuated, burn- 
ed and otherwise destroyed, nothing escap* 
mg except a portion of priva’e property. 

The burning oommenood on Friday, and 
was oontioued until Sunday. Many por- 
tions of tbeir barracks, magazines and other 
quarters are still on fire. Fortifications 
not molested. Everything (bat oonld not 
be carried off, was fired or (brown into the 
river; and in one place I saw five heavy 
guns, in another seven, which hod beeu 
pitched from a high bluff on the edge of the 
river, and stopped in their descent by ireee. 
How many are in the bottom of the Missis- 
sippi is not known. 

They destroyed the barracks, Commissary 
and Quartermaster’s stores, and, in one lot 
burneJ six thousand bushels of corn. Oae 
bul'ding, containing a large quantity of 
booon, being wet, wonid not burn, and a 
lady inforffied me that they sprinkled poison 
over it. 

A man, representing himself os a Unions 
ist, says they have mined portions of the 
works, and thinks tbty may be blown np. 

Lirge numbers of torpedoes and anchors 
are on the shore. A large magazine is still 
on firs; whether the powder was ail removed 
is not known. 

A few people only remain, and cnly (hose 
who have not token eidts. The rrmainder, 
from three to five hundred, have fled, leav- 
ing h&UKce and etoree open. 

There were, at the time of the evaouation 
nineteen thousand troops, with Pope is com- 
mand. Gens. Cheatham and Minor had 
brigades. Beauregard hod not arrived; be 
bod been czpeeted, but wee detained on ao 
eonot of eicknese. They left Columbus on 
twenty iransports and by railroad.
